some of these efforts the CIA capitulated at what it regards as the last minute 
in the three-y earmold suit for the withheld executive sessions transcripts, Yes-. 
terday x obtained the missing 10 pages of the t/21/64 transcript and all of that 
of 6 / 23 / 64 , In order to preevtn their misues in more official news management I 
had to hold and immediate press conference after telling the Archives I’d sue them 
all ov-.r again if they leaked any copies prior to my giving them away* Because 
of the need to accomplish it all in a single day to present official propaganda 
I had to give insufficient time by way of notice and to hold the conference too late 
in the day for evening net news coverage.
